PLENTY OF FOOD 


One thing which Americans apparently 


do not have to'wqrry about is their supply 
of food, even In a situation which If not 
officially called war bears most of the prac- 
tical marks of war. There are adequate 
stocks of most foods. This does not take into 
account the stored "surplus" foods owned 
by the government, which so far still present 
a market problem and apparently are to re- 
main In government storage. 


The Department of Agriculture says that 


the outlook for 2,950 crops te definitely good, 
with some exceptions for specific crops which 
will not materially detract from the general 
picture. 


This is to sharp contrast to the usual 


outlook for a nation which must divert any 
major portion of its energies and supplies to 
a military effort. That usually means short 
rations at home. The nation in which war 
takes place is much worse off in every way, 
including that of food supply. Not only does 
it lose its immediate food supply to the 
armies, but the trampling of war also de- 
stroys the crops which would provide the 
next year's food. Agriculture may be, so 
damaged and disrupted that years will be 
needed to restore normal production. This 
might weli be the result of the present fight- 
ing in Korea. 


Whenever the fighting in Korea is over, 


food Is likely to be needed there. Fortunately 
the United States can be able to supply some 
of the need, while the Communist neighbors 
of North Korea cannot. This ought to give 
us one future advantage, if properly 
exploited. 


One of the best things which has been 


heard lately about Americans i& that, ac- 
cording to the Columbia Broadcasting Com- 
pany, the sessions of the. United Nations 
meetings at Lake Success have become the 
most attractive program on television, sur- 
.passing even baseball. This refutes the old 
criticism that the people are not interested in 
anything serious. 


WALSH'S RIPE 


**he storied dash of a general to snvo a 


battle by taking personal command of his 
hard-pressed troops was not much more 
dramatic than the flight of Congressman 
John A. Walsh of Indiana from Wisconsin 
to bring to the floor of the House his meas- 
ure proposing that the Post Office Depart 
ment be ordered to send its letter carriers 
out twice a day In city residential areas. 


Thoughtful citizens are bound to agree 


with the ultimate objective of getting mall 
service back at least to normal. If the ad- 
ministration really wants to save seventy 
million dollars a year it can find hundreds 
of ways to do it without hampering any 
significant public service. 


Now if only the House could find equal 


enthusiasm, for a measure ordering that 
the Post Office Department bo reformed 
In accordance with the Hoover Commis- 
sion recommendations, we'd be getting 
somewhere. 


The suggestion that tips should be made 


illegal has been made by a restaurant execu- 
tive appearing ut a Congressional committee 
hearing on minimum wage laws. That would 
be harder to enforce than prohibition. You 
can no more prevent a tip for good service 
than squeeze one out for bad.

'"Die person with a headache often finds him- 


self a medical orphan. He is fortunate indeed if the 
headache soon passes away for otherwise he may 
flntt himself on an excursion to an opthalmologist, 
otolaiyngologist, neurologist, dentist, psychiatrist, 
osteopath, and chiropractor. Thereupon he is X- 
rayect, massaged, analyzed, fitted with glasses, re- 
lieved ot Ins, turbinatcs and teeth and, too often, 
emerges with his headache intact." 
I am quoting from the preface of "Headache,' 
a small book by Pr. Louis G. Moench, University or 
Utah School of Medicine, Salt Lake City. As we 
read thd above description of the individual suffer- 
ing with headache we may get the impression that 
•headache is a rare disease; however, Dr. Moench 
writes "more treatment is given for headache than 
anything else." As there are listed over 200 causes 
of headaches, it is not hard to understand why the 
sufferer may go through the hands of various spe- 
cialists before the underlying cause of his headache 
is, discovered. 
I have written before of the magazine writer 


who tried to discredit the medical profession by 
publishing his story of nine different methods of 
treatment he was gjven by nine different physicians 
when he consulted them for a headache he did not 
have. How he was able to describe a headache which 
was not present' will remain a mystery, and might 
well confuse a physician who has only the patient's 
description to help him. 
Instead of trying to describe the symptoms and 
treatment of the 200 headaches above mentioned, 
Dr. Moench describes the headaches on the outside 
of the «kutl> (In the scalp), headaches inside the 
skull, in the nerves of the eyes, the nose, -the neck, 
from ailments of the system outside the head, head- 
aches caused by allergy, headaches due to too much 
htstamhw in the system, migraine (one-sided head- 
ache) and headache due to the emotions. 


As there are so many causes of headache, what 


specialist should first be consulted when a headache 
occurs t The first consultation should be with the 
family physician who, by his knowledge of the or- 
gans can refer the patient to the specialist most 
likely to help the patient. The family physician may 
have to refer the patient to more than one special- 
ist before the cause of- the headache is discovered,

and at Lake Success. 
This secret timetable, we have 


earned, called for Communist 
capture of the whole of Korea by 
August 15. Later, the deadline 
:or driving all U.N. forces from 
•Corea was changed to Septem- 
ber 1. 


Meantime, Malik's mission at 


Lake Success was to press for a 
Soviet-dictated peace treaty for 
Korea when the final blow was 
struck. As part of the bargain, 
Russia also would demand recog- 
nition of Communist China by 
the U.N. and the ousting of 
Chiang's representatives, 
However, now that the tide of 
rattle has turned and we are in 
Korea to stay, Malik's usefulness 
at Lake Success has ended. He 
will undoubtedly be recalled to 
Moscow and the inside betting is 
that he won't return.

The Communist Party has been 
thrown off tlw air in the zone ot 
southeastern Massachusetts and 
eastern Rhode Island where, tor 
the last ten years, It has main- 
tained an irregular but persistent 
propaganda. Bowing to "public 
opinion," Melvin Lahr, lh« man- 
ager of Station WSAR of Fall 
River, silenced the program which 
had been running fifteen minutes 
each Sunday evening since the 
Korean war hegan, at a price of 
$24 a broadcast, Mr. Lahr refused 
to disclose the text of recent 
broadcasts but said they were In 
the hands ol the F.B.I., which Iwa 
taken on interest in the propaB«n- 
da in view of the rising public 
temper since the issue was joined 
between patriotism and commu- 
nism. 
Although Lfihr insisted that he 


felt bound by the regulations of 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission to let the Communist 
Party buy tima on the air for its 
propaganda, the authority which 
he cited seems not to require radio 
.stations to sell lime to any parly. 
He certainly was inconsistent, too, 
When he said that notwithstanding 
a legal compulsion to sell time to 
the Communists he had arbitrarily 
shut them oil in obedience to 
public opinion." 
Actually, tho expression of pub- 
lie opinion consisted almost en- 
tirely of two newspaper articles 
by BiU Cunningham, a veteran of 
World War I, a Texan, and an- 
cient 
All-American center of 
Dartmouth College, and a vehe- 
ment clamorlst for and against 
many causes. BID said the broad- 
casts which Lahr refused to re« 
lease although they had freely 
been loosed about the ears of some

coal mines in Pennsylvania; the
